Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1-16, in the reply filed on 8- 
22-2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that The is no undue 
burden and that the two groups are peculiar to each other. This is not found persuasive 
because the search required for one are not the same as a search for the other and as 
per the previous office action the method and container do not share a special technical 
relationship. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lo et al.(U.S.Pat.6,279,464) in view of Phillips(U.S.Pat.4,685,047). 

Lo discloses a cooking appliance with a peltier device used to cool the interior of 
a container used to store food prior to heating by microwaves. 

LO does not show a diode antenna used to drive the peltier device. Phillips 
discloses an apparatus for converting microwaves to direct current that employs a diode 
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and an antenna. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the claimed invention to use an antenna and a diode to drive a peltier device as 
taught by Phillips so as to provide a direct current for the peltier device. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lo in 
view of Phillips as applied to claims 1,2,4,5, and 1 2-1 5 above, and further in view of 
Dumm(U.S.Pat.6,276,264). Lo in view of Phillips does not explicitly show a thermometer 
with a display. Dumm discloses a portable batch pasteurizer that expliclty shows a 
thermometer with a display, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the 
time of the claimed invention to use a thermometer with a display as taught by Dumm 
with the device of Lo in view of Phillips so as to indicate to a user the temperature of 
inside the container.

Claims 3 and 6-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
